Cme of these, Risinari, | reached on my 
evele. A pretty face at a window watched 
me curiously: T must have looked hot and 
weary. The girl, Rica, asked me to come 
in for a dufceata, the trodithonal one speqn- 
ful of preserves an a tiny dish, served with 
o vlacs OF witler. 

Refreshed. T went with Rica to the Sun- 
day afternoon promenade, she drawing @t- 
vious glinces for her costinné, the richest 
in the village, and [, astonished looks for 
my divided skirt (puge 538). 
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There had been a'wedding, The proces 
sion marched among the promenaders, 
who followed in the community house and 
joined in at dance that afternoon, 

The musicians came frome Gypsy village 
higher up in the mountaina, bringing with 
them a violin, celle, flute of Pin, the large 
six-stringed cofze, similar to a mandolin, 
amd the sinbal, a type of rudimentary piano 
Mayed with two thallets. 

The dancers were striking in their black 
and white costumes. Rica left my side to 
eo hand in hand with thet. 

When she returned, [ asked why thev 
had Gypsy musichins instead af Romanians, 
She was surprised ot such a question, as if 
miusicins could be anly Gipsies, 

Most curious is: the use the Romanian 
peasant, who spends much time telling tales 
and singing, makes of his improvised songs, 

“The worst thing that can happen to a 
virl in the village,” said Rica, “is to be 
sung abut, A gil who has been ‘sung’ 
Can never pel muerried.” 

Those who are sung about have their 
deeds and misdeeds immediately known by 
everyone. A married couple thus brouwht 
before the public show their faces with 
shame. For others the sung carries a pun- 
ishmentormenace. Thus the sone becomes 
a kind of social pillory. 

Of the maneuvers going on around Sibiu 
[ hud received) warning. Getting into town 
was one thing, but leaving it another. 1 
found mirself shut up in a city whose streets 
swarmed with Romanian officers in their 
elegant uniforms. 

Only persons with unobtainable special 
permits could leave town afoot, by evele, or 
auto, Finally I arranged to et out on a 
bus which took me well gong the road to 
Merling, 

In Medias a rich deposit of natural gas 
had become ignited, shooting » large column 
of flame and smoke high in the air, ilumi- 
nating the sky for miles around, Im the 
winter birds and annals left the woods to 
gather around the fire, 

T saw also the hot salt-water lake, Lacul 
Ursului (Bear Lake}, at Sovata, This deep

From Mediag Tocveled ott to Sighisoarn 
(Schasshurg), fuscinating Saxon town, 
with its hill-tep stronghold.

An outstanding cat trait is cleanliness. 


Since its tature in a wild state was to humt 
by stealth, not the chase, it was essential

To this day, the cat washes over and 
aver every bit of ite fur, 

Puss is ocurinus, and sometimes critical, 
The introduction of anew piece of furniture 
intu wour home will convince you if vou 
doubt it. Your cat will tell you in a very 
brief time, aml in no uncertain manner, 
what he thinks of the mequisition.

The characteristic tendeney to. tantalize 
Is often seen in a cat's encounter with a 
dog. Just an inch out of reach of the dog’s 
wildest leap, he will calmly wash and preen 
himself, Tf it comes to fighting, the cat's 
most effective position is squarely atop the 
dog's neck, raking its eves with his claws, 

The battle pose of a cat-—astrangely 
shrinking into itself, while the back rises, 
the hair stands of end, and curses are spat 
at the enemy—is-a sight to give the oppo 
nent pulse, and doubtless is intended by 
Nuture for that purpose. It may also serve 
the useful function of making the attacker 
miss a Vital spot and get a mouthful of hair 
instead of Nesh and bone. 

Incidentally, the cat, like the mongoose, 
has heen known to kill snakes, including 
venomous kinds (page 616), . 

Cats are often perverse, They may take 
it into their heads to lonore their masters 
and display affection for a visitor who 
heattily dislikes and fears. them.

Birds Help Make a Zoologist’s 


Pa rit lise

"ARAJO ISLAND, situated in the 
mouth of the greatest river in 

A South America, has been com- 
pared by ane writer to an ese in the jaws 
of i dragon. This evo is certuinky a very 
luree one, and there-are few people, I sup 
pose, Who realize that the Amazon River 
bowsts an ishand in its estuary whose surface 
afen is twice as large as that of Massachu- 
Sets (Inap, Pune 635 |, 

This: tract is almest equally divided into 
two regions: that in the southwest, cov- 
ered with dense trepical forest, and the 
northeastern halt, consisting of vast, open 
griaing ground where thousands of cattle 
are raised. 

The objects of my expedition te Maraj 
were to study the natural history of the 
island and ta make a collection of zuologi- 
cal specimens for the Botish Museum, I 
also heperd to bring back a number of living 
reptiles, birds, and mammals for the Zo- 
nlogical Soctety of Londen. 

Moreover, | was ¢led to have the chance 
of observing the life and customs of the 
natives, for Marajo’s interior is seldom vis- 
ited by travelers, und litde has been pub- 
lished about t, 

The expedition was made posible by the 
hospitality of Dr. Demetrio SX. Hezerra, who 
allowed me to stay-as.a guest on his ranch. 





CROSSING THE TARA RIVE 


One Saturday night in November [ found 
mvseli on shipboard preparing for my first 
vovare In on Amazon Kiver steamer. We 
were to leave Belem (Para) at midnight for 
Soure, chief town of Marais, 

There are two decks on these ships, the 
upper reserved for first-class passengers, the 
lower accommodating engine, bugga, cal 
tle, ond secomed-class passengers. Above 
the top deck is a flat roof provided with a 
number of metal rails which min slong the 
ship from end to-end, serving as supports 
for the hammocks, for everyone supplies 
his own anil hangs it up wherever there is 
vacant spcit 

l was closely surrounded by a curds 


mixtore of pecple—marily dressed citizens 
of for a week-end holiday, ranch owners, 
priests, cowbovs, women with squealing 
babies, negroes, and other samples of the 
life of the place, oll swinging in hammocks 
of every size, shape, and color. 

Conditions hard not improved by 4 o'elack 
the next morning, for we were pow well 
euit in the river, which is here about 20 
miles wide, and usually very rough wt this 
lime of the year. 

The ship was rolling in a horrible man- 
ner, so that everyone swung and crasherl 
inte his neighbor's hammock, One mintte 
[hump inte the girl on mee right, and the 
next my left-hand companion would be try- 
ing to thrust his shoes down nvy throat! 

I was, therefure, not altogether sorry 
when we came alongside the litle woolen 
landing stage an hour later. 

4 CITY HAs STHERTS OF SANT 

] was met by my host, who has a house 
clase to the waterside, Here we had break 
fast, and soon afterward | went owt to in- 
vestigate the surroundings. 

Siure’s ¢ally painted houses, with their 
red-tiled roots, are laid out in squares on 
either side of the broad, ‘inpaved streets, 
Which are tnony inches deep in soft sand, 
Along the center of each of these highways 
is i row of fine manga trees. ‘The inhabit- 
ants bring out chairs ane sit in their shade 
for hours at atime. These mune trees are 
tlso highly appreciated by large Bocks of 
golden-headed parakeets, which keep up an 
oesswit chatter and screaming overhead,

Next morning, before it was yet light, 
we started sailing up the river known as the 
Tearapé Grande (Indian for “canoe path” Vi 
at the mouth of which the town of Soure 
lies, Our obfective was Fazenda Alegre, o 
small ranch situated on the north bank 
alwut twelve miles inland. 

There wus scarcely a breath of wine) at 
this early hour and hardly a ripple on the 
surface of the water, which reflected) the 
trees on either bonk like a mirror, 

The silence was broken only by the 
mournttl hooting of tree frogs in ‘the woods 
far away on each side, and by the gurgling 
of the water underneath the prow. 

Presently, as [t grew lighter, we heard 
a harsh screaming overhead, and 1 saw a 
laroe flock of brightly colored parrots, all 


‘ying in pairs, as if usual with these 


birds. T counted thirty pairs, while nu- 
merous errets and herons, disturbed by our 
presence, flapped - slowly away down the 
river, 

The island of Marajo as entinely flat, and 
no part of it except the artificial burial 
mounds attains a height of 25 feet above 
sea level, so that the water in all the streams 
rises and falls with the tide (page 641). 

On either bank there is a thick growth 
of mangrove trees, whose ions adventitious 
roots are left hich and dry at low water. 

Numercus small crabs Jive in the slimy 
mud ot the foot of these trees, while the 
branches are inhabited by monkeys and 
lnntumeroble birds. Here I was delighted 
lo see a fine pair of red coats (Vasu refa) 
nimbly running along the lower branches. 
These small camivores [ afterwards found 
to be commen an the idand. They are 
almest entirely arboreal and hunt in bands 
for the large iguana lizards (page 668). 

After a few hours we rounded a bend in 
the river anc Fazenda Alegre came into 
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We stayed at Fazenda Alegre for only wettest months the tithe is literally correct 
one tieht, and on the following afternoon Chere are ne roads across this vast plain,

Below lies a cleur 
space, stretching immediately above the 
horizon, in which frequently can be seen 
the invertel! images of the higher masses 
of vegetation, thus giving the exact appear- 
ance of reflections in water. The illusion of 
a lake is remarkuble.

which renders the heat less oppressive, and 
the nights are cool, Moreover, there are m0 
mosquitoes to disturb one's slumbers, 

Here and there a troublesome insect pest 
is the chigae, a species of flea known as 
bicke de pd, or “chigger,” but not to be con- 
fused with our familiar red bug. It is far 
tow commen to be jatiall pleasant on some 
ranches. ‘The dogs suffer even more. thin 
the men from these paraéites; the poor 
canines constantly gnaw at their feet in their 

efforts io get ot them. 


ROTH WET AND DRY SEASONS TAEPREREL 
THE CATTLE 


The cattle are exposed to two extremes of 
climate. On soine ranches they have to 
stand continually in water for three or four 
months during the wel season, while toward 
the end of the dry period, in December, 

water is difftealt to obtain, The lakes con- 
tract and many of them dry wp altogether, 
and the grass shrivels under the sun's scorch- 
ing tays, so that in some bid years the ani- 
tals become very much weakened and laree 
numbers die-of starvation or Uhirst, espe- 
cially if the dry season is prolonged, 

Sometimes at this period the weakened 
cattle get bogged in the mud at the sitle. of 
it lake when going clown to clink, and then 
they gre subject to attack by caymans. 

The vultures will stand on the back of a 
sick ox, waiting until it dies, and a few hours 
afterward there ie-nothing left but a heap of 
skin and bones, 

These birds are protected by law on the 
mainland, for, together with the dogs mand 
hosts of ants, they are exceedingly useful 
in taking over the function of drams ond 
surbape carts.

east wind blows all day Iong, 
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skinned an hour previously, covered 36

A COLLECTOR AMIUBEE THE COWBOYS 


[ remained ut Fazenda Kitlandia: for a 
month. Each day was spent observing andl 
collecting animals, and in the evenings | 
was busily occupied j in skinning specimens, 
making drawings, writing up hetes, aru de 
velaping photographs. 

Tt always amused the cowboys to see me 
skinning birds and mammals, and thet 
would patiently stand by the hour to watch 
the performance, showing the greatest tm- 
terest in what was to them such a novelty, 
11 was utterly bevond their comprehension 
how anyone could be so absurd as to wish 
tc collect freA, and | was continually 
bombarded with questions: “What good are 
they? What do vou do with them? Dy 
vou sel) them?" 

They regarded my applications for any 
lixards, snakes, toads, ¢le., as the climax of 
absurdity, and would laugh long and loud 
about “O Inglez” (the Englishman) and 
wonder how anyone could be foolish enough 
to take any interest in such thiryss: 


SOME BATS ARE EXPERT FISHERMEN 

For photegruphic darkroom T used o 
sini bot, the roof af which sheltered in- 
numerable bats (JWolorsws ofscurus) whose 
accumulated droppings made a heap several 
inches high in one corner, 

The large number oof bats i ane of the 
most striking features of this region, Every 
hollow tree formed 4 hiding place for hosts 
af these creatures during the daytime. 

Besides that already mentioned, two other 
species were particularly prominent: Noe- 
fio Teportnaa, a handsome poimal with 
orange breast and brown back, and Jirias 
albiventer, smaller thins the lisi, with a 
whitish breast, as its mune would imply. 

Both of these are remarkable in that thes 
ade fish to their insect food, ond the feet 
are furnished with unusually long, sharp 
claws, perhaps used in hooking the prev cut

T fourel it possible to locate members of 
the larger species easily beeause of their 
powerful, uonipes saint enell. Many times 
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when riding past, the trees where Uney lived, 
lL have smelt them from a distance of over 
a hundred vards. 


LAKES ALIVE WITH CAYMANS 


During these weeks | spent much of my 
time in studying the habits of the caymans 
(Plates TTT and VI and pages 658, 059, 
O60. G70). 

Almost every lake is swarming with these 
huge reptiles, anc their abwneance is: par- 
licularly noliceable in December, when they 
are driven inte confined quarters by the 
partind drving up of the lakes they inhabit. 

Some of the swamps dry up altogether at 
this time of the year; the caymans then 
bury themselves in the mud and lie dormatit 
until their swimming pool is once again re- 
stored by the rains in Januury. 

The cowbovs never Joke an opportunity 
of hunting and killing these monsters, be 
cause of the damage they do to the calves, 

The bovs enter the water, drive the cay- 
mans together at one end, and then lasso 
them. When one is caught, they cut the 
base of the tail first with a stroke from their 
bunting knife. Adter this organ has been 
disabled, it is eater to approach the animal, 
which is dispatched by a second blow. on 
the hack of the neck or a stab in the-eve, 
amie the hoarse cries of the cowboys. 

[n spite of these Onslaughis, the croco- 
dilians do very well and seem as plentiful a 
ever, We come wefOSs MUTLY of the large 
nests, heaped up in the swampy vegetation 
at the sides of the lakes, or half hidden in 
the groves of print aroms (Cofodiuer ur- 
borescens), which grow commonly in these 
places. The eges are found from Septem: 
ber to Jonuary and as many as 70 moy be 
taken in a single nest. |

Sixty offiorrs ane men 
perished, “Their boties were recovered and 
buried at Big Beach, but today no memo- 
rials mark the graves: Another warship 
was dispatched fram Capetown. “This Line 
the garrison, Huttentots; and survivors of 
the Julia were embarked without mishap. 
What may be a relic of this military occu- 
pat hth uf Tristan i still found on the island 
in an ancient cannon (page 679). 

At the last moment, when it seemed prob- 
able that Tristan would cease to be oced- 
pred. Corpor! Willian Glassoof the Royal 
Artillery, a native of Kelso, Scotland, un- 
expectiodly jut in an application for per- 
mission to setth permanently on the ishind 
with his wife und two voung children. ‘The 
request was granted. Thereupon Serrated 
Burrell and Jolin Nankeville, nuiscns in the 
Roval Navy and both bachelors, clectel to 
join the Glass: family, Their request was 
aise approved, 

RECOMDS FOUND IN CONN Bre oT 

Precious records of the founding af the 
settlement in (ST were browht to ligeht th 
few years age in New London, Connecticat, 
It is a far cry from Tristan to New Londen, 
but the explunation i is simple. Sore Anier- 
ican whalers pereunde! sons of William 
Glass to join them in the whaling industry, 
and they settled permanently at New Lon- 
chon. Later. sonvw of their sisters married 
Amerioam whalemen, ale going to live at 
the sume whaling port, 

_ After the death of William Glass in 1835, 
his widow jolned ber children there and oink 
with her all the family records. She died in 
New Landen in 1855 anc was buried in the

same cemétery as her sons, Willinm anil 
Kobert.and one of her daughters, Isabella: 
James, another son, was buried at Groton, 
Connecticut. 

The rights of these pioneers were deter- 
mined by written agreement, dated Novem- 
ber 7, 1817. which was signed by all three 


meh and formally witnessed by Lieutenant 


Aitchison, All stock and stores were to 
belong equally to each: all profits and ex- 
penditure were to be treated likewise: and, 
to assure harmony, all must be recarded ns 
equdlinevery respect, ‘Thie the settlement 
wis founded anil mnintiined upon purely 
communal tines, althouth certain modifica. 
tions had to be introduced later, 

The three pioneers were soon jomed by 
three more men, all bachelors from 51. 
Helens—-Thomas Swain, Alexander Cotton, 
and a mum nome Riley. “These men had 


fought wider Lord Nelson and were then 


serving with the St. Helena squadron of the 
Royal Navy, which safeguarded Napoleon 
in exile. 

Thotnis Swain is credited with being the 
seaman who cought the mortally wounded 
Admiral in his arms os Nelson fell an the 
deck of ELMLS. Victory wt the Battle of 
‘Trafalgar, He liver to be o centenorian, 
dying on Tristan at the age of £02, April 
26, 1802) We was buried in the modest 
little cemetery beside the grave of William 

Glass, who had died nine yeurs earlier.

Among the correspondence in the custody 
of the Glass family in the United States ure 
two letters from the Governor of St. Helena 
during Napoleon's residence on that island 
(1Si5-21), 

One of these sanctions (he proposed de- 

nurture of five iskuwl wemen for Tristan, 
resulting from an application for wives sub- 
mitted bw the five bachelor settlers. They 
had enlisted the aid of Captain Amm, of a 
Norwegian whaler visiting the island, in 
niranging their matrimonial affairs, 
In due course, Captain Amm returned to 
Tristan with five wornen who hal agreed to 
take potluck in the miirringe mart of the 
new settlement. When the women lander 
on Little Beach the five prospective britte- 
vroons Inspected and appraised them: then 
they indicated their choice. Luckily for the 
future harmony of ‘the community, na two 
tet) desired the sume wife. 

William Glass performed the marriage 
service Tor the five couples, whi are stated

to have lived happily and been costent with 
theft Jat. 

In 182) Samuel Burrell uni) his wife 

withdrew voluntarily from the island and 
existing partoership, settling permanently 
in Cape Coleny ond there, for a umber 
af years, he acted os the islanders’ agent. 
The two men remaining, Glass and Nanke 
ville, gave Tristan da Cunhu-a constitution, 
which has-been retained for more than a 
century.

Seven surtuimes suffice for the entire 
population of Tristan—Glass, Swain, Green, 
Rogers, Hagan, Repetto, and Lavarello— 
mochenly those of Burrell and Nankeville to 
longer survive among the community, Al- 
though the original agreement constituted 
a definite partnership, subsequent acknowl- 
tdement of ownership of lond, stock, and 
stores by tilass and Nunkeville was volun- 
tarily mace wher the population increased, 

Judged by what T saw on Tristan, the 
community may now be defined as a simple 
republic bewned by customs enforced by 
common oonsent. The men work as hurd

- There has always been a heacman, elected 
by the votes of the community. William 
Glass was chosen by the unanimous wish 
of the ishuwiers, and ruled Tristan for 37 
years with firmness tind justice, Glass was 
deeply religious: of gol edueation, out- 
standing ability anil character; and endowed 
with administrative gifts of he mean order. 
His laws on the island have varied little 
since his death, He raised a family of 16 
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chilttren. A handsome marble monument, 
seri to the thine! by his descendants resid- 
ing at New London, marks his grave. 

After his death Peter Green was uniani- 
mousy elected headman of the ighind, Green 
camed renown for many ywallunt and suc- 
cessful efforts in saving lives from wrecks 
on the group; and Queen Victoria sent 
him an autographed copy of her portrait in 
recognition of his heroism. He died on the 
island in. 1902, heing then 94 years of age, 

Green was succeeded by Repetto, ane

Upon Repetto’s death in 1912 his widow, 
Frinces, was recownizerd as chief of the is- 
land.

The voung colonists did well during the 
first six months: and, from latest reports, 
they are continuing to make a success of 
the bold adventure. They hive erected a 
communal residence and storehouse close 
tu the beach, and cultivate potatoes near at 
hand on the only strip of soil available below 
the high clifts. 

AL present this small settlement is re- 
stricted to the diminutive stretch of arable 
land at sea level, for the mterior of the 
island lives up to ite name and there ts 
no easy path up the precipitous walls of 
cliff, 

Although in good weather a landing is 
sassible below the new setdetient in Car- 
liste Bay, the beach is littered’ with rocks; 
nl, ad at ‘Tristan, there is a stretch of 
kelp offshore. When the weather is favor- 
able, however, the light canvas boats of the 
islanders can becrawn upon the rocks, 

The Nightingale group is entirely differ- 
evit from Tristan and inaccessible. Night- 
ingule Estland is only about P’2 miles long, 
with twin peaks each about 1,000 feet in 
height: lout the cliffs are not su formicable 
az al the other larger isiands, There are 
attractive valleys and wide open spaces 
avilable for settlement. 


4 HAVEN FOR SEA IHD 


Thus far oo colonization has been at- 
tempted io Nightingale, Middle, or Stol- 
tenhoif Islands, for unless the weather is 
virtually perfect it is impossible ta: Tan, 

This group is visited only during the 
nesting seasons; when the sea birds e|ges, 
young pienguing, and mollvhowks are col- 
lected: otherwise, the Nightingale group is 
left to the occupation of the vast rookernes 
Of sea birds, As o result of this huge bird 
colony, the soil is extremely tertile. 

When properly cultivated, as it may be 
cucn, Nightingale should vield a valuable 
addition to the produce of the istunds. 
Should the craps on Tristan fail in any vear, 
the chances are that these wn Inaccessible 
will not do sy, for the tehds face in the 
qppesite direction, 

Normally, for eleven months tn cluch vear 
the ihanders are cut off from the workd and 
are largely dependent upon outside aid for 
hixuries, They spend their time from down 
to dusk in steady toil te wring the bare es 
sentiols of life from their rocky home or the 
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encompassing ocean; anid theit greatest am- 
bition js to render the community whally 


‘self-supporting. 


For 122 vears, through grievous trials 
and tribulations, the people of Tristan have 
maintained this wolated outpost in the South 
Atlantic Ocean. Tt would nat have been 
possible to keep thie small community on 
their island home but for the generous ond 
practical interest Jong forthooming from 
the Tristan da Cunha Find, 

Every islander with whom 7 conversed 
he was happy and content. Cer- 
tainly they all appeared to be so. I prefer 
to think of Tristan not as the “Lonely 
Island" but as the “Isle of Contentment,” 
fer | found there more of that spirit than 
the croas of deadly lonetiness: 


A DIFFICULT DEPARTURE. 


insistent signals from the siren of the 
whalet cut khort my visit to Tristan, Wind 
and sea were infinitely worse than on land- 
ing, so the journey back in the island boats 
promised to be an even tougher aclventure. 

After o heroic struggle with gigantic 
waves, the rowers put me safely aboard, | 
am unlikely to forget that experience. Cece 
they hac fulfilled their contract, these gul- 
lant men lost no time in fighting their way 
back to Litth Beach. 

| have a deep admiration for the courage 
ant sterling good qualities of these people, 
Yet [am not envious of their lot. Moat of 
the earthly havens depicted for us turn owt, 
on cliee examination, to be disappointing. 

Tristan struck me as being the génuine 
thing: certainly se if robust health. longev- 
ity, Innocence, and contentment of spirit 
are the true sum of human ambition, But 
how many would accept the offer of trans- 
port to Fristan, with the sole stipulation 
that they cemain there permanently? | 
seriously question if & rowboat could be 
filled with aspirants for immolution there, 

Such invasion would not be welcomed by 
the islanders. A disturbing mote would 
thereby be totrocduced inte the symphony 
if the “Isle of Contentment,” while the 
neWwoOmers: Incompetency to contribute to 
the life of the community would embarrass 
sich self-relinnt people. There would also 
be the acute problem of feeding and housing 
such an excess of population 

The present indications are that Tristan 
needs a thinning-out process rather than an 
influx of mew settlers.
